one might naturally imagine would have quite 
ſunk Antony, ſet him perfectly at eaſe; for in 
loſing hope he loſt diſquiet, and was happy 
in ſome meaſure for his mĩsfortune's being ſo 
deſperate, ſeeing it was needleſs to look out 
for means to remedy it. Thus he quitted his 
melancholy retreat, returned to town, and 


pleafurer. plunged himſelf anew into pleaſures, games, 


and diverſions. 

He took occaſion for this from the entry of 
Cæſario and Antyllus, his eldeſt ſons, to the age 
of Puberty. It was a cuſtom among the antients, 
both Greeks and Romans, to celebrate by re- 
joicings this paſſing from infancy to an age 
where they began to be accounted a part of the 
Republic. Antony gave on account of Cæſario 
and Antyllus, who. were then between ſixteen 
and ſeventeen years of age, feaſts to the Alex- 
andrians, and there was nothing but entertain- 


ments, balls and concerts, for ſeveral days, all 


over the city. He thought to ſtrengthen his 
intereſt, by ſhewing two ſucceſſors, who were 
already in a condition to ſupply his place and 


revenge him; but this precaution was of no 
uſe to him, and proved fatal to the two youths, 


who would have found more ſecurity under ä 


the robe of infancy.

at their head. But Antony preferred marching 
towards Paretonium, where he ſucceeded in the 
manner I have already related. Mean while 
the gladiators having received no anſwer from 
him, came at laſt to an agreement with Didius, 
upon condition that they ſnould not be obliged 
to fight any more in the amphitheatre, but re- 


main in the ſuburb of Antioch, called Daphne. 


till Octavius ſhould be informed of all that had 
paſſed, and give orders concerning them. 


They were afterwards ſeparated, and given to 


underſtand that they were to be incorporated 
into different legions; but all the intention 
was to diſperſe and deſtroy them.

As 9: us, if we would form a right judg- 
ment of this princeſs, we ſhall find her great 
only in her vices. It is needleſs to mention 
her diſſolute manners, which are known to all 
the world. Ambition was the motive of all her 
actions, and ſhe thought nothing a crime which 
tended to ſatisfy that paſſion. She made war 
upon her eldeſt brother, poiſoned a ſecond, 
and Arſinoe her ſiſter was killed by her orders. 
The abuſe which ſhe made of Antony's con- 
fidence during fo many years, and his pro- 
digious indulgence towards her, is an atrocious 
piece of ingratitude which ſhe crowned with the 
blackeſt perfidy, by betraying to an enemy 
the perſon whom. ſhe feigned to love more than 
her life. And in order that ſhe might partake 
of every kind of ſhame, ſhe had the mortifi- 
cation to ſee the advances which ſhe had made 
towards her conqueror rejected, and thoſe 
efforts by which ſhe tried to kindle in him a 


paſſion, in which, till that time, ſhe had 


always triumphed, repulſed with contempt. - 
She was buried near Antony according to 
her deſire, and Octavius even finiſhed the

All the 

vices which, ariſe from good fortune, reigned 
in him at once, and 5 — uſeleſs to him 

his knowledge of war, in which he excelled 
all the generals of his time. He was naturally 

good, humane and liberal; but theſe prin- 
ciples of virtue, not being ſupported by a 

ſound, firm, and enlightened reaſon, - ſome- 
times eclipſed him ſo far, as to make him give 

way to the moſt; odious cruelty; and ſome- 
times even degenerated into weakneſs. Born 
to be governed by women, he was a Hagrant
